An  Ordinance  of  the  Lords  and 

Commons  in  Parliament  AiTembled. 

Vie  VtmrU)  1 8.  Auguft^  1643. 

H  E  Lords  and  Commons,  finding  that 
there  is  for  theprefent  an  urgent  necef- 
fity  for  the  fpeedy  raifing  and  levying 
c onfider able  lummes  of  money,  for  the 
nece(Tary  defence  of  Religion,  Lawes, 
and  Liberties,  and  of  the  City  ^London 
with  the  Liberties  thereof,  the  chiefe  ob- 
jefts  of  our  enemies  malice,  Have  here- 
by Ordained,  and  be  it  Ordained  by  the  faid  Lords  and 
Commons,  That  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  as  well 
Aliens  and  Strangers,borne  out  of  the  Kings  obeyfance,  as 
Denifcns5and  others  Inhabiting,or  who  at  any  time  fince  the 
beginning  of  this  Parliament,did  Inhabit  within  the  faidCity 
of  Lon&mjsA  Liberties  thereof,  forthwith  after  publication 
hereof,  fliall  by  way  of  Loane  for  every  fum  of  foure  (hil- 
lings which  every  perfon  and  perfons  paid,  or  was  rated  or 
AflefTed  to  pay  for  twenty  {hillings  Lands,  in  any  one  of  the 
two  laft  of  the  fixe  firft  Subfidies  granted,  this  prefent  Par- 
liament :  lend  for  the  Service  aforeftid,  and  pay  to  the  Trea- 
furers  hereafter  appointed  the  famine  of  tew  pounds,  and  for 
every  fumme  of  eight  (hillings,  which  every  fuch  perfon  or 
perfons  paid  or  was  rated  oraflefledto  pay  for  three  pounds 
Goods  in  anyone  of  the  faid  two  laft  of  the  firft  fix  Subfi- 
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dies  granted  this  prefent  Pkrliament,  the  fumrne  of  twenty 
pounds,  and  fo  rateably  according  to  that  proportion  for 

all  and  every  greater  iumme  and  li jmmes  ot  Money  rated 
andaffefled  upon  any  perioti  or  perfons,  for  the  aforefaid 
Ssbfidies,  either  for  Goods  or  Lands,  within  the  {aid  City 
and  Liberties.  And  it  is  further  Ordained  by  the  faid  Lords 
and  Commons,  that  the  Aldermin,  Aldermans  Deputy  and 
Common  Counfell  men  of  each  Ward  within  the  faid  City 
and  Liber:ies,or  the  greater  number  ofthem3fhallbe  a  Com- 
mittee in  their  feverall  Wards,forthv;ith  to  nominate  and  ap- 
point fome  trufty,  able,  and  well  affe&ed  perfons,  either 
amongft  themlelves  or  others^  inhabiting  within  each  Ward 
refpe&ively,  who  upon  fight  of  the  Rolls  of  the  (aid  former 
Subfidies  ihalicaufe  the  faid  Rates  and  Aifeffements  hereby 
Ordained  to  be  lent,  to  be  paid  in  as  aforefaid. ,  And  the 
faid  Aldermen,  Aldermens  Deputies,  and  Common  Coun- 
fell  men  of  each  Ward,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  cal- 
ling in  to  their  affiftance,  fuch  as  they  (hall  thinke  fit  h  fhall 
alfo  within  their  feverall  Wards  have  hereby  power  and  au- 
thority to  rate  and  afieffe  in  fuch  proportionable  manner  as 
they  fhall  thinke  fit,  towards  the  payments  of  the  faid  Mo- 
nies for  the  Service  aforefaid,  fuch  other  perfon  and  perfons, 
as  well  Strangers  as  others,  who  being  of  ability  to  pay,  were 
notwithftanding  not  rated,nor  affefled  in  the  faid  former  Sub- 
fidies. 

And  it  is  alio  Ordained  by  the  faid  Lords  and  Commons, 
that  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  rated  and  aflefted  by 
venue  hereof  fhall ,  within  three  dayes  after  demand  made 
by  fuch  perlon  or  perfons  as  the  faid  Committees,  or  the 
greater  number  of  them  fhall  appoint  as  aforesaid,  after  no- 
tice thereof  given  and  left  at  his  ufuall  dwelling  place,  pay 
ta  the  Treafurers  hereby  appointed,  or  to  any  two  of  them, 
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one  halfe  of  the  fumme  fo  rated  or  afleffed,  or  to  be  rated 
and  affeffed  upon  him  or  them,  and  the  other  halfe  within 
the  fpace  of  one  moneth  after  publication  hereof :  And 
if  any  perfon  or  perfons  fo  a{Med  or  to  be  afleffed  by 
vertue  of  this  Ordinance,  fhall  faite  therein,  that  then  the 
faid  Committees,  or  any  two  of  them  within  their  feverall 
Wards  by  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  they  ilull  appoint, 
(hall  levy  the  fum  fo  affeffed  or  to  be  afleffed,  by  Diflreffe  of 
the  Goods  and  Chattells  of  fuch  perfon  and  perfons  fo  ai- 
felfed,  ortobe  affefTed,and  negleding  or  refufingtopay  the 
fame  in  manner  aforefaid,  and  fell  the  goods  fo  diflrained 
for  the  fervice  aforefaid,and  ifnofuffic.em  Diftrtffe  can  bee 
found,  that  then  the  faid  Committees  or  any  two  of  them 
within  their  feveral  Wards,by  fuch  perfon  &  perfons  as  t!  ey 
(half  appoint,  fhall  certine  the  names  of  every  fuch  perfon, 
and  perfons  ,to  the  Committee  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  for 
Examinations  fitting  at  Weftminfter^  or  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Militia  of  London,  or  any  three  of  them,  who  (hall  here- 
by have  power  rcfpe&ively  to  commit  fuch  perfon  and  per- 
fons  to  fafe  cuftody  without  Baile,  and  Mainprize,  whereio- 
ever  the  faid  perfons  fhall  be  found,  whether  within  the  laid 
Citieand  liberties  or  without,  and  his  Eftate  fhall  be  more- 
over fequeftred  by  the  Committee  of  Sequt  Orations  for  the 
faid  Citie  of  Londoner  of  fuch  County  where  his  Eif  ate  fhall 
be  found  to  be  imployed  for  the  fervice  aforefaid,  unrill  the 
Summefo charged  upon  him  bee  fatisfied.  And  the  faid 
Lords  and  Commons  doe  further  ordaine  that  all  and  every 
perfon  and  perfons  fhall  pay  in  their  proportion  of  Money 
hereby  rated  and  Affeffed  upon  them  and  every  of  them 
according  to  this  Ordinance  at  the  Guild  Hall  London ,unto  Sir 
zfohnWolUftone  Knight  and  Alderman,  Mr.  Alderman  $ohn 
Warner^  Mr.Alderman  Towfe^wd  Mr.  Alderman  ^Andnms^ 
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ov  to  fuch  other  perfon  or  perfons  as  fhal  be  from  time  to  time 
hereafter  nominated  and  chofen  by  the  Common  Counfell 
of  London  for  that  purpofe,  or  to  any  two  of  them,  who  are 
hereby  appointed  Treafurers  for  the  receiving  and  iffuing 
forth  of  the  Moneys  aforcfaid.  All  which  (hall  bee  ifliied 
forehand  payd  by  warrants  under  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Militia  of  London,  or  of  fuch  others  as  the 
Common  Councellof  the  faid  Citie  of  Z/flWw  fliall  appoint 
for  the  intent  and  purpofe  aforefaid.  And  for  all  fuch  per- 
fons as  (hall  pay  in  their  Moneys  according  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  Ordinance.  It  is  hereby  ordained 
that  they  fliall  have  the  fecuritie  of  the  Common  Seale  and 
Chamber  of  London,  in  manner  as  it  was  granted  and  agreed 
upon  by  Aft  of  Common  Counfeil,the  1 1 .  of  this  inftant 
Cdugujl  1643.  And  it  is  furcher  ordained  by  the  faid  Lords 
and  Commons,  that  (all  pretences  and  delayes  fct  afidej  all 
and  every  perfon  and  perfons  inhabiting  within  the  faid  Ci- 
tie  and  Liberties  heretofore  Rated  and  AflefTed,  to  pay  any 
fumme  or  fummes  of  Money  by  vertue  of  any  Ail  or  Or- 
dinance of  Parliament :  or  of  any  Aft  of  Common  Coun- 
lell  for  the  fervice  aforefaid.  And  all  Aldermens  Deputies, 
Common  Councell  men,  Colleftors,  or  any  other  perfon 
or  perfons  within  the  faid  Citie  and  Liberties  that  now  have 
or  hereafter  fliall  have  by  vertue  of  this  or  any  other  Aft  or 
Ordinance  of  Parliament,  or  of  any  Aft  of  Common  Coun- 
fell heretofore  made,  or  by  any  voluntary  Subfcriptionsany 
fumme  or  fummes  of  Money  in  their  or  any  of  their  hands 
Collefted  for  the  fervice  aforefaid,  and  (hall  not  within  fix 
daye*  after  publication  hereof,  or  after  the  receipt  of  fuch 
fumme  or  fummes  of  Money  bring  in  the  faid  feverall  funis 
to  the  Treafurers  and  Receivers  appointed  for  that  purpofe, 
fliall  refpeftively  undergoe  the  like  penaltie  as  is  hereby  for- 
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merly  appointed  to  be  impofed  upon  thofc  that  fliall  ncgle& 
or  refuie  to  pay  in  their  Money,  Rated  and  AfTeffed  ac- 
cording to  the  proportions  of  the  Subfidies  expre(Ted  in  this 
Ordinance.  And  it  is  further  ordained,  that  the  Lord  Maior 
and  Court  of  Aldermen  within  the  faid  Citie  of  London  (hall 
have  power,  and  are  hereby  authorised  to  commit  to  prifon 
any  perlonor  perfons  hereby  appointed  to  execute  this  Ordi- 
nance,that  fliall  wilfully  refufe  the  fame,  or  (hall  bee  negli- 
gent in  the  execution  thereof*  Provided  alwayes,  that  this 
Ordinance  fliall  not  extend  to  give  power  to  Rate  or  AflTcffe 
any  of  the  Peeres,  Members,  Afliftants,  or  necelfary  Atten- 
dants of  either  of  the  two  Houfesof  Parliament,  or  of  any 
perfon  whole  eftate  is  feized  upon  by  the  Kings  Forces, 
power,  or  command  5for  his  good  affections,  or  conformitie 
to  the  commands  of  the  Parliament.  And  hath  beene  ne- 
ceflitatedto  withdraw  himfelfe  from  his  ordinary  place  of 
x  habitation  to  the  Citie  of  London. 
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
